HEN Thomas Jefferson, John 

Adams, Roger Sherman, Robert R. 
Livingston, and Benjamin Franklin draft- 
ed the Declaration of Independence, 
which was later signed by John Hancock, 
President, they had in mind _ certain 
rights and liberty for the American peo- 
ple who must be freed from the power of 
Great Britain. This liberty however, did 
not go beyond the rights of citizenship 
of the new founded government. Their 
plan worked as it had been purposed, and 
the report of the above mentioned com 
mittee was signed July 2, 1776 and the 
United States was thereby declared inde- 
pendent of Great Britain and all other 
nations except so far as one nation is de- 
pendent upon another for its existence. 

WHAT DID IT EMBODY? 

Such citizenship gave religious and 
business liberty and right in harmony 
with the new founded government. Ac- 
cordingly, on the fourth day of July 1776 
the big bell which hung on the Capitol 
Hall of Philadelphia, Penn. was rung un- 
til it cracked, as it tolled out the voice 
of American independence. However, 
such citizenship gave no further assur- 
ance of liberty and right, than that which 
is earthly; and certainly not farther than 
the government so exercising it had pow- 
er to maintain against invasion of the 
principles which insured such freedom 
and liberty. 

A CRACKED BELL 

That liberty and freedom has in later 
years been so threatened and, in fact, so 
molested by invading forces of evil bent 
on undermining the government of the 
United States and destroying religious 
liberty and citizenship that we may well 
nigh feel that we are approaching the 
stage of the “cracked bell.” It is evident 
that the government of no nation can 
hold itself intact against invading vices 
and devices further than subjects’ that 
find refuge under its laws will them- 
selves cooperate along similar lines of 
justice and right. We have, therefore, 


sacrificed much that was vital and pre- 
cious as it is destroyed by those who ig- 
nore and disobey the laws of God and of 
the governments of our country. But let

it be said and equally and vigorously re- 
tained in our minds that the independ- 
ence of our earthly citizenship does it- 
self only embrace a part of the expecta- 
tions and hopes of the Christian. 
CHRISTIAN INDEPENDENCE 

Our independence did not originate 
with the signing of the Declaration of 
the Independence of the United States, 
however, we do not minify the strength 
and blessings that Christianity has re- 
ceived from the signing of such a decla- 
ration; it has been of vital importance 
and of great assistance. But the independ- 
ence of our Christian liberty and freedom 
is far more grand and sublime. It rests 
upon something formidable in strength 
and indestructible in character and ‘n 
nature. It was purchased by the “precious 
blood,” therefore, our Christian independ- 
ence originated at and was signed by the 
blood of Calvary, when the recording an- 
gel, if such an expression will describe it, 
dipped Heaven’s pen into the laver of 
blood and washed our sins away by the 
stroke of its atonement. 

EFFORTS TO MAINTAIN ITS 
MEMORY 


The world has for now more than one 
hundred and fifty years celebrated with 
parade, pomp and show as is revealed in 
worldly regalia in efforts to render in- 
dellibly on the minds of every citizen, 
whether man, woman, child, foreigner or 
alien, the fact that national freedom is 
assured its citizenship by the signing of 
the Declaration of Independence. The 
world has had its champions and orators 
of national life and independence, These 
have battled and responded by a signal of 
loyalty as evidenced by skyrockets and 
firecrackers. 

Even so may God grant us that we 
may with unrelenting effort and purpose, 
that we whose citizenship is heavenly 
(Phil. 3:20; Eph. 2:19) and who have 
been born ‘from above,’ carry on 
in His name and that as He gives 
inspired utterance, that we may declare 
the freedom of His blood. If the world 
may rejoice and hold jubilee, shall we 
not have occasion to do even more? A 
citizenship which is earthly has grand 


occasion, but one that is of such a na- 
ture that “he whom the Son makes free 
is free indeed” affords an enlargement 
for an occasion to glory. 
OUR FREEDOM 

Our freedom is based upon the shed- 
ding of the blood to atone for our sins. 
Jesus entered into judgment for us on 
the cross, therefore He has become our 
sin bearer (Gal. 3:13) and we are free. 
When He died for us we were judged for 
our sins in Him, as it is written, “Now 
is the judgment of this world: now shall 
the prince of this world be cast out” 
(John 12:31). The believer was judged 
for sins at the cross in Christ Jesus, 
“Who gave himself for our sins, that he 
might deliver us from this present evil 
world, according to the will of God and 
our Father” (Gal. 1:4). “There is there- 
fore now no condemnation (judgment) to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit” (Rom. 8:1). God “hath laid upon 


him the iniquity of us all.” “And you 
hath he quickened, who were dead in 
trespasses and sin: wherein in times 


past ye walked according to the course 
of this world, according to the prince of 
the power of the air, the spirit that now 
worketh in the children of disobedience: 
among whom also we had our conversa- 
tion in times past in the lusts of the 
flesh, fulfilling the desires of the flesh 
and of the mind: and were by nature the 
children of wrath, even as others. But 
God, who is rich in mercy, for his great 
love wherewith he loved us, even when 
we were dead in sins, hath quickened us 
together with Christ.” (Eph. 2:1-5). Here 
is a glorious and blessed deliverance 
from the power of sin, through the atone- 
ment of the precious blood of Christ. This 
freedom we that are Christians may now 
enjoy, and it is of such a nature and 
points to a future state of complete ful- 
fillment that we have occasion to shout 
our independence over sin and the evil.

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Seven Steps in the Pathway of Our Lord Jesus Ghrist 


EVEN is the number of perfection, 
~ therefore in these chapters (John 8 
to 14) we have a perfect pathway in the 
history of the Lord Jesus Christ present- 
ed to us. 

I. HIS PRE-EXISTENCE 

“Before Abraham was, I Am” (John 
8:50) were the words of the Lord Jesus 
spoken to the Jews, which proved that He 
existed before all things. 

The Old and New Testament bear wit- 
ness of His Divinity, as the following tes- 
tify: Proverbs 8:22-31, cf. 1 Corinthians 
1:24; Isaiah 6:1; 9:6, cf. John 12:40, 41; 
Micah 5:2, cf. Matthew 2:6; John 1:1, 15 
(“He was before me”); John 17:5, 24; 
Romans 9:5; Hebrews 1:8. 

Besides these well-known Scriptures, 
there are others which claim our atten- 
tion. 

1. Creation is ascrided to Him. “When 
(He) laid the foundations of the earth, 
* * * the morning stars sang together, 
and all the sons of God shouted for joy” 
(Job 38:4-7). “All things were made by 
Him” (John 1:3). “By Him were all 
things created * * * all things were creat- 
ed by Him, and for Him” (Col. 1:16). 
The Creator was before His Creation. 

2. He elaimed equality with the Father 
(John 5:18). His claim to such an honor 
was by no means merely pretension, for 
He declared, “I and My Father are one” 
(John 10:30). Again, “He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father” (John 14:9). 
and upwards of fifty times from John 14 
to the end of the Gospel, the word “Fa- 
ther” was upon His blessed lips. Need we 
wonder, then, that He claimed to be ‘he 
self-existent One, “Which is, and which 
was, and which is to come” (Rev. 1:4). 

Il. HIS BIRTH 


His birth (or humanity) is the next 
step in His pathway. The clay referred 10 
in John 9:6, symbolized His holy hu- 
manity, because it was only the clay of 
His humanity which made it possible for 
Him to give sight to those born blind— 
whether physical or spiritual. 

Let us come to Bethlehem with un- 
shodden feet, and there “veiled in flesh 
the Godhead see!” In a body prepared by 
the Father (Heb. 10:5). Conceived by 
the Holy Ghost (Matt. 1:20) Christ was 
born in Bethlehem (Luke 2:4 and 7). 
The Word of God says concerning this 
great mystery, “The Word (of verse 1) 
became flesh and tabernacled among us” 
(John 1: 14, R. V.). 

The perfection of His Manhood is 
shown by the following: (1) He was hun- 
gry (Matt. 4:2); (2) He was tempted 


(Matt. 4:1); (3) He grew (Luke 2:52); 
(4) He was weary (John 4:6); (5) He 
wept (John 11:35); (6) He slept (Luke 
8:23). Well might Paul write to Timothy 
concerning “The Man Christ Jesus” (1

Ill. HIS DEATH 

“I am the Good Shepherd; the Good 
Shepherd giveth His life for the sheep” 
(John 10:11). Observe that it was as a 
Shepherd Christ died on Calvary. 

An event in David’s life will help us to 
see this more clearly. In 1 Samuel 17:38, 
we read: “Saul armed David with his 
armour, and he put an helmet of brass 
upon his head; also he armed him with a 
coat of mail.” Armed as a warrior, David 
was about to go forth to meet Goliath, 
but said he, “I cannot go with these; for 
I have not proved them” (vs. 39). David 
therefore laid aside the warrior’s armor 
and taking five smooth stones from the 
brook, a staff and sling in his hand, went 
forth in the Name of the God of the 
armies of Israel and defeated Goliath of 
Gath. 

David’s Greater Son—the Lord Jesus— 
met and defeated on Calvary a greater 
than Goliath—the devil—met him, not as 
a mighty warrior, but as the Good Shep- 
herd. A door was thereby opened, through 
which God’s mercy has flowed, and is 
still flowing to a guilty world. 

IV. HIS RESURRECTION 

To Martha of Bethany the Lord said: 
“I am the Resurrection, and the Life” 
(John 11:25). The Resurrection of Christ 
is one of the fundamentals of Christian- 
ity, and upon it depends our salvation, 
yea, also the resurrection of the sleeping 
saints (1 Cor. 15:17, 18). From time to 
time during His ministry, the Lord Jesus 
Christ made mention of the fact that He 
wvuld rise from the dead (Matt. 16:21; 
Mark 8:31; Luke 9:22; John 2:19, 21). 
Even Job and David foretold the Resur- 
rection of Christ (Job 19:25-27; Acts 
2:31). 

Despite the efforts of the evil one to 
hinder Christ’s resurrection, He arose 
from among the dead. The one who 
prompted the men to seal the sepulcher 
of Christ, will be sealed in the bottomless 
pit during the Millennium (Matt. 27:66; 
Rev. 20:1, 2). 

The two Heavenly visitors bore testi- 
mony to the woman: “He is not here: 
for He is risen” (Matt. 28:6). “He rose 
again the third day according to the 
Scriptures” (1 Cor. 15:4). After His 
resurrection He made no less than thir- 
teen appearances. 

The doctrine of the Resurrection is in- 
terwoven into the Acts and the Epistles 
(Acts 2:32; 4:10, 33; 13:30; Rom. 1:4; 
1 Cor. 15:20; Eph. 1:20; Col. 3:1; 1 Thes. 
1:10; 1 Peter 1:3; Rev. 1:18). 

The Father, by raising His Son from 
among the dead, testified that He was 
satisfied with His death. His Resurrec- 
tion is the pledge of the believers, for 
“Now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the firstfruits of them that slept.” 
“Christ the firstfruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at His Coming” (1 Cor. 


15:20 and 23). 

As the sheaf of firstfruits was to be 
waved before the Lord (Lev. 28:9-12), de- 
noting that the remainder of the harvest 
was forthcoming, so the fact of Christ the 
Wave Sheaf being at the Father’s right 
hand also denotes that the harvest of the 
Old and New Testament saints is forth- 
coming. What a great harvest that will 
be! All the fruit of Calvary. 

V. HIS GLORIFICATION 

“The hour is come, that the Son of man 
should be glorificd” (John 12:23). If we 
apply these words to the moment of mo- 
ments when the Lord Jesus Christ re- 
turned to Heaven, we shall get the con- 
necting link in His pathway. Undoubted- 
ly, they have another meaning, but we 
are not stressing the Scripture too far 
in applying them thus, because His glo- 
rification took place at His Resurrection. 

The Lord Jesus ascended into Heaven 
from Mount Olivet. He whom earth cast 
out, was received by the Father, and 
hence we read in the Acts, “God * * * 
hath glorified His Son” (chap. 3:13). He 
reversed man’s decision in relation to His 
well beloved Son. Man denied Him. God 
honored Him. Earth rejected Him (John 
19:6). Heaven accepted Him (Acts 3:21). 
He sits upon the Throne a glorified Man. 
The sight of Him as such gave Stephen 
great cheer as he was being put to death. 
Looking up to Heaven, he saw the Lord 
Jesus (about to receive his spirit) stand- 
ing at the right hand of God. 

Acts 7 opens with a sight of the “Glory 
of God” (vs. 2) and closes with a sight of 
the Glorified Lord. 

VI. HIS PRESENT WORK 

In the upper room with His disciples 
gathered around Himself, Christ “riseth 
from supper, and laid aside His gar- 
menis; and took a towel, and girded Him- 
self’ (John 13:4). Pouring water into a 
basin, He began to wash His disciples’ 
feet, thus clcansing them from anything 
that would have hindered their fellow- 
ship with Him. bd 


This is a very suggestive picture of His 
present work on behalf of His own as 
their great High Priest. It is interesting 
to note that He did not wash His dis- 
ciples’ hands, 


When Aaron and his sons were about 
to do the service of the Lord in the Tab- 
ernacle (Exod. 30:17-21), they had to 
wash both hands and feet. Under the new 
dispensation only the feet required to be 
washed, teaching us the important fact 
that under Law (i. e., the old dispensa- 
ton) work was prominent, therefore the 
neid of hand cleansing; but under Grace 
(the present age), Walk is more in ques- 
tion; therefore the need for our feet to be 
cleansed. How important, then, that we 
walk well-pleasing to God and to man. 

The water used by the Lord represents 
the Word of God (John 3:5; Eph. 5:26). 
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When He washed the disciples’ feet, 
Christ applied that which typified the 
Word—that Word which speaks of the 
precious Blood—so as to effect their 
cl.ans'ng. So now !n Heaven as our High 
Pricst, through the Holy Spirit, applies 
the Word of,God (represented by the 
water) to cleanse us from anything that 
defileth and so keeps us in communion 
with Him. When we contract anything 
that would hinder our fellowship, may it 
be our delight to avail ourselves of His 
present work and have it cleansed. 

“Not only didst Thou come to die, 

Thou livest still for me on high.” 

VII. HIS COMING AGAIN 


“7 will come again, and receive you un- 
to Mvse’f; that where I am, there ye may 
be aiso” (John 14:3). This is the last 
step (the crowning one), the Coming 
Again of our Lord Jesus Christ. The last 
step in connection with what we have 
had before us, and yet only the beginning 
of another series of events in relation to 
(1) The Church; (2) Israel; (3) the 
Gentile nations. 

Here we have the promise of His Com- 
ing, which is quite in keeping with 'he 
Gospel in which it occurs. In Matthew, 
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His Coming is mentioned in relation to 
the Kingdom. In Mark, the Servant char- 
acter is prominent. In Luke He came as 
the Son of Man, and here in John’s Gos- 
pel it is His Coming from Heaven to 
he air to receive His own. 

We have not only the promise of the 
Coming, but also the Person who is Com 
ing. He is Coming in Person, thus fulfill- 
ing His parting promise, which was, “I 
will Come again.” He who went away is 
the same One who is Coming back. “The 
Lord Himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: and 
the dead in Christ shall rise first: then 
we which are alive and remain shall be 
caught up together with them in the 
clouds, to mect the Lord in the air: and 
s) shall we ever be with the Lord” (1 
Thess. 4:16, 17). 

He came Himself (Heb. 2:14); He gave 
Himself (Gal. 1:4); He is coming Him- 
self (1 Thess. 4:16). He may come to- 
day. One moment we are occupied witb 
the duties of home and business; the 
next moment in the Father’s Home to be 
for ever with and like the Lord. “Even 
so, Come, Lord Jesus” (Rev. 22:20)—The 
Witness.

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“Ghe “Gongues Manifestations as “Caught in “Ghe Bible 


(Continued from last issue) 


1 Cor. 12:14 is given to us as a com- 
mentary on the diverse operations of 
God’s Spirit. 1 Cor. 12:4-7 speaks of gifts, 
administrations, operations, and manifes- 
tations, then verse 7 to 11 catalogues the 
diversities included in the first mention- 
ed group, that is the GIFTS. Getting 
down to verse 30 we come to the question, 
“Do all speak with tongucs?” The im- 
plication is that as a GIFT of language 
all do NOT speak with tongues. On the 
other hand, Acts 2:4 says, “They were 
ALL filled with the Holy Ghost and pbec- 
gan to speak with other tongues.” Again, 
Acts 10:44-46, “The Holy Ghost fell on 
ALL them which heard the word, for they 
heard them speak with tongues and mag- 
nify God.” Again, Acts 19:6-7_ reads, 
“When Paul had laid his hands upon 
them the Holy Ghost came on them, and 
they spake with tongues and prophesied, 
and ALL the men were about twelve.” In 
all of these cases all of those who re- 
ceived their baptism spoke with tongues. 
In the case of Cornelius and his house- 
hold, speaking with tongues was present- 
ed by Peter to those to whom he related 
the event, as EVIDENCE that the Holy 
Ghost had come to the Gentiles. Acts 11: 
15, “As I began to speak the Holy Ghost 
fell on them AS ON US at the beginning.” 

Paul, in 1 Cor. 14, commenting on 
THIS PHRASE of the tongues. experi- 
ence, says in verse 22, “Wherefore 
tongues are FOR A SIGN.” Tongues for 
a “sign” as contrasted with tongues for 
a “language;” tongues as an “under- 
stood language” as contrasted with 
tongues as when “no man understand- 
eth;” tongues that “ALL are moved upcn 
to utter” contrasted with the query, “Do 
all speak with tongues”? These are some 
of the contrasts that give rise to conten- 
tions because an incomplete interpreta- 
tion of them is confusing. The truth lies 
in the fact that all of the phenomena fol- 
lowing the baptism of the Holy Ghost is 
not to be classified under the heading of 
gifts. There are, it is true, diversities of 
gifts but there are also difference of ad- 
ministrations, diversities of operations 
and manifestations. 1 Cor. 14:4-7. 

The very ones Who have much to say 
under the heading that God is not con- 
fined or limited to any particular mani- 
festation or method of operaiion, are 
very insistent that God IS confined and 
limited to bestow nothing but earthly 
languages understandable by persons 
present when the manifestation is speak- 
ing with tongues. We have already shown 
this to be contrary to the WHOLE reve- 
lation of God’s Word. The same Spirit 
who at one time caused 120 disciples to 
utter the “wonderful works of God” in a 
manner that could be understood by per- 
sons of eighteen languages also caused 
men to utter words of adoration and 
praise in tongues when none present 
understood them. We will here quote 
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word for word from two well known Bible 
scholars who have impartially studied 
the phenomena of speaking with tongues 
as described in the scriptures. It will be 
seen that each of these men hold that 
speaking with tongues in the most com- 
mon manner of manifestation, consisted 
not in any native language, but in ecsta- 
tic utterances of praise, an outburst of 
the high praise of God in heavenly lan- 
guage. Assumption that tongues is al- 
ways bestowed to enable witnesses 10 
speak to a certain nationality of people 
and blankly ignoring tongues as other- 
wise exercised, has sadly resulted, as we 
have already stated, in the ostracism and 
exclusion of many precious saints of God 
from the midst of groups who would have 
received them to edification had they 
not been taught to look upon them with 
suspicion and contempt. 

Dr. G. Campbell Morgan, under the 
heading of “Tongues,” has this to say, 
“The gift of tongues is not only to be 
interpreted by the second chapter of 
Acts, but also by the first Corinthian let- 
ter. IT WAS the GIFT OF PRAISE. 
Mark the phrase, “They heard them speak 
with tongues, and magnify God,” ete. 
Smith and Peloubet’s Bible Dictionary, 
acknowledged to be sound and sane by 
all those who honor God’s Word as truth, 
says, “The prevalent belief of the church 
has been that in the Pentecostal gift the 
disciples received a supernatural knowl- 
edge of all such languages as they necd- 
ed for their work as evangelists. The 
knowledge was permanent. Widely dif- 
fused as this belief has been, it must be 
remembered that it goes beyond the data 
with which the New Testament supplies 
us. Each instance of the gift recorded in 
the Acts connects it, not with the work of 
teaching but with that of praise and 
adoration; not with the normal order of 
men’s lives, but with exceptional epochs 
in them. The speech of St. Peter, which 
follows, like most other speeches address- 
ed to a Jerusalem audience was spoken 
apparently in Aramaic. When St. Paul, 
who ‘spake with tongues more than all,’ 
was at Lystra, there is no mention made 
of his using the language of Lycaonia. 
It is almost implied that he did not 
understand it. Acts 14:11. Not one word 
in the discussion of spiritual gifts in 1 
Cor. 12:14 implies that the gift was of 
this nature, or given for this purpose. 
Nor, it may be added, within the limits 
assigned by the providence of God to the 
worxing of the apostolic church, was such 
a gift necessary. Aramaic, Greek, Latin, 
the three languages of the inscription on 
the cross, were media of intercourse 
throughout the empire. What, then, are 
the facts actually brought before us? 
What inferences may be _ legitimately 
drawn from them? 1. The utterance of 
words by the disciples, in other languagcs 
than their own Galilean Aramaic, is dis- 
tinctly asserted. 2. The words spoken 


appear to have been determined, not by 
the will of the speakers, but by the Spirit 
which ‘gave them utterance.’. 3. The 
‘tongues’ were used as an instrument, not 
of teaching but of praise. 4. Those who 
spoke them seemed to others to be under 
the influence of some strong excitement, 
‘full of new wine’.” 

The above has becn quoted word for 
word from Smith’s Bible dictionary. It is 
noted that when Peter preached immedi- 
ately following the Pentecostal outpour- 
ing he did not have to talk in tongues to 
make his listeners understand. The very 
persons who only shortly before had 
heard God magnified in the language of 
the nations from whence they had come 
up to Jerusalem for the Jewish feast 
days, now heard the gospel preached in 
the common language they all under- 
stood. Their native languages were lan- 
guages they knew in addition to the lan- 
guage common to them all. In truth, al- 
most if not all, were simply foreign-born 
Jews who had come up to Jerusalem to 
worship. A sermon in tongues was not 
as much a necessity to them as it is in 
many present day gatherings. We see 
then that speaking with tongues is more 
than one of the gifts: it is also a mani- 
festation or sign which accompanies the 
baptism of believers with the Holy Ghost, 
and as such consists largely of utterances 
which praise and magnify God. 

Rightly dividing 1 Cor. 14 we find the 
tongues experience mentioned in four 
connections. First, as used in prayer, 1 
Cor. 14:2, “He that spcaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaxeth unto God.” That 
wh'ch is not understood by man is under- 
stocd by God. Being ab!e to speak to God 
is no mean ability. In Rom. 8:26 we read, 
“We know not what to pray for as we 
ought, but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us with groanings which can- 
not be uttered.” Through the Spirit pray- 
er may be uttered which will reach the 
throne of God even though the one who 
prays or those who hear are kept in mys- 
tery as to what is pass'‘ng. “Howbeit in 
the Spirit he spctaketh mysteries.” Only 
those who are filled and moved by the 
Holy Ghost can thus pray, “in the Holy 
Ghost.” 

2. Verse four reads, “He that speak- 
eth in an unknown tongue edifieth him- 
self.” Very great is the need of the edi- 
fication of believers. It is good to edify 
others but if each would edify himself 
all would be edified. Speaking in tongues 
ed‘fics the speakir, comforting, refresh- 
ing, encouraging, establishing closest con- 
nection with God. Those who are thus 
“strengthened by might in the inne” 
man,” are able to stand “steadfast and im- 
movable,” abounding in the work of the 
Lord, while others often barely escape 
falling. 

3. Tongues is said to edify the church, 
and implied to be equal to prophecy in

MISSIONARY APPEAL 


Text: Matt. 8:25. “And his disciples 
came to him, and awoke him, saying, 
Lord, save us: we perish.” This was ihe 
language of the affrighted disciples on 
the Galilean sea while returning to shore 
after one of Jesus great gospel addresses. 
We are made to think as their lives were 
in danger and as the violent waves tossed 
their vessel to and fro in a great storm, 
tuat evcn so the Christian Church is no 
less today facing the angry rage of Sa- 
tan as he seeks to blot it out of existence. 
Who does not know that there is a well 
organized plan on the part of communism 
and atheism to entirely destroy Chris- 
tianity from the face of the earth? Inso- 
much that if they go unhindered and we 
do not put forth a special effort to 
strengthen the Church and enlarge iis 
missionary activities we may well with 
the disciples of old cry, Lord, save us, we 
perish. The greatest advantage against 
these on every front is a strong offensive 
fight both at home and abroad. God ex- 
pects it and it is our duty to do all that 
we can to reach the lost and dying and 
save them from the grip of atheism. 

Great revivals are now in progress in 
China, in Japan, in Africa, India and no 
less in Russia. Hearts were never so hun- 
gry for the Gospel of Jesus Christ as they 
are today. We are not to think that all 
who are accepting the doctrines of athe- 
ism and communism are doing so will- 
ingly. Many of those who are forced to ac- 
cept it would gladly accept Christ if they 
had a chance and many would desert 
their ranks if they felt they were permit- 
ted to or could escape alive, and I say 
frankly in the face of such stupporn op- 
position, that it is time for the Church to 
arm itself in fasting and in prayer and 
do something to aid the hungry hearts 
of these unfortunate countries. In times 
passed it required years to _ establish 
faith sufficient for a convert in those 
heathen countries, but during later years 
times have changed until they are saved 
by scores and even hundreds in evangelis- 
tic campaigns such as we have had here 
in America. What the heathen nations 
need is God. What missionaries need is 
faith in God and financial help. What 
the Church needs which has the commis- 
sion of world-wide evangelism is to awake 
from indifference and a life that is so 
self-centered and make an honest and 
desperate effort to reach the unsaved of 
other nations. 

FUNDS LOW 

As we have constantly appealed before 
stating that our funds were low, even so 
we must now say again. Let me ask, Will 
pastors and churches in the name of J°- 
sus Christ and for the sake of humanity 
respond with liberal offerings and effort 


on the part of the mission cause? We 
could help if we would and we will be 
held responsible if we do not and if. 
we appreciate what God has done for us, 
are we not in any sense awakened to 
the dangers that now surround us? We 
can only protect ourselves by fighting in 
the name of Jesus Christ. To do this we 
must send missionaries. Let us take this 
seriously to God in prayer and send la- 
borers into the whitened fields.

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Self-Salvation Impossible 


UNANSWERED PROOFS FROM THE SCRIPTURES, NATURE AND SCIENCE 
By EVANGELIST WILLIAM BOOTH-CLIBBORN 


N the face of the testimony we have 
I already accumulated, by weighing the 
witness of the Word of God and adding 
thereto the conclusions of experience and 
observation, we are compelled to render 
the verdict, that is, that man’s natural 
condition in the sight of God is not only 
deplorable, but without hope. We are now 
going to show that there are certain laws 
revealed in the visible world that pre- 
clude the possibility of his being able to 
redeem himself, laws fundamental and 
unalterable, that expose man’s every at- 
tempt at self-betterment as futile and 
foredoomed to failure. 


We have proved this from Scripture; 
if we can establish it from nature our 
case is twice as strong. Then, provided a 
man realizes this inexorable fact, he will 
readily see the exceeding sinfulness of 
setting about to save himself, for self-sal- 
vation is the sin of sins. In seeking to be 
his own saviour, man not only commits 
the greatest folly, but is guilty of the 
worst crime—that is ignoring and insult- 
ing the one and only Saviour, the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

BLACK SKINS AND BLACK SPOTS 

The Scripture we have chosen is a 
postulate, that is, a fact too plain to re- 
quire proof. The prophet points to a prin- 
ciple in nature that all the evolutionists 
on earth would be glad to upset. Jeremiah 
asks, “Can the Ethiopian change his skin, 
or the leopard his spots?” We all must 
answer no! simply because we have never 
heard of a case to the contrary. Can you 
imagine a hopeful negro in Africa, at his 
first sight of a white man, vigorously 
scrubbing his skin in a vain attempt to 
make it fair? Such a thing might have 
happened, but he could never succeed. As 
to the leopard licking his spots or rub- 
bing them against a tree to change his 
coat—ridiculous! We shall not slander 
him! Very often animals show more good 
sense than men. 

If a trifling matter like the color of 
the skin, or a few dark spots cannot be 
changed; then it is more impossible for a 
black heart to be altered, or the stains of 
sin to be effaced by human effort. Jere- 
miah adds moreover, that if it were pos- 
sible; “Then may you also do good, that 
are accustomed (or taught) to do evil” 
(13:33). Millions, however, rather than 
surrender unconditionally to God and ad- 
mitting their case incurable, stubbornly 
continue, self-willed and self-reliant, to 
try and extricate themselves from their 
predicament. This endless seeking of a 
way out of the maze of the snares of sin 
and deceit that exist in and that sur- 
round the sinner is lunacy. He is caugnt 
in the labyrinth of his own failing mor- 
tal nature, and, like the fly in the spider’s 
web, the more he struggles the more he 
becomes entangled, 


USELESS SOAP AND WHITEWASH 

Another passage in Jeremiah reads: 
“For though thou wash thee with nitre, 
and take thee much soap, yet thine in- 
iquity is marked before me, saith the 
Lord God” (2:22). Once a man recognizes 
his sins he will naturally desire to re- 
move them. The taking of much soap, ‘s 
here a figure of speech for all the futile 
efforts by which man tries to be rid of 
evil. 

None will dispute the blessing that soap 
has been to humanity. From infancy we 
have made its acquaintance in the baby 
bath tub. Though it tasted bad and stung 
our eyes when mother was none too care- 
ful, we have found it indispensable to 
cleanliness, and to make us presentable 
in the sight of our fellowmen. But what 
can it have to do with the stains of sin? 
Spiritual defilement is deeper than the 
skin. Jeremiah shows it to be absurd to 
seek to wash the soul with natural soap. 
Even so it is incredible that people can 
be so senseless as to think they can laun- 
der their hearts, as they would clean soil- 
ed clothes. 

If it is not soap, it is paint, that man 
busies himself with, so as to cover up his 
defects and .offences. ‘““Whited sepulchres, 
which indeed appear beautiful outward, 
but are within full of all uncleanness,” 
(Matt. 23:27) said Jesus of these hypo- 
crites, who act the part of good men to 
perfection, They parade, like painted 
pagans, impersonating the righteous and 
playing the christian, proud to be known 
as leading lights in the community. But, 
“Woe unto them that call evil good, and 
good evil; that put darkness for light, 
and light for darkness” (Isa. 5:20). 

My father expresses it well in these 
lines of a hymn: 


The Scribes still write: 

The times have changed, 
We’re making all things new, 

And science has become so great, 
A smaller Christ will do. 

But fallen man has ne’er improved, 
And paint him as you may, 

His heart is “only evil’ still: 
He’s just the same today! 


THE PATCH WORK OF SELF- 
RIGHTEOUSNESS 


Let me give you a homely illustration. 
Look at my clothes, there is nothing the 
matter with my apparel now, but sup- 
posing I went for a trip in the woods 
with this good suit on, and had an acci- 
dent, and tore a great piece out of my 
pants’ leg. Coming home I would imme- 
diately mend it, by taking a larger piece 
out of the cloth of my coat and promptly 
patch up my pants. You understand that 
I cannot seek material outside of what 
already comprises the suit, So I have no 
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other choice, but to mend the suit with 
the cloth of the suit! 

Going out into the street, I am a laugh- 
ing stock, so I hasten home again, and 
this time I cut out half the vest and re- 
pair the hole in the back of my coat.Then 
a friend mocks my split waist-coat, so I 
decide to tailor it over with the top part 
of my trousers, when a gust of wind re- 
veals what I thought would be covered 
by the tail of my coat; in despair I sac- 
rifice a whole sleeve—then what? Well 
the process goes on ad infinitum until 
there’s nothing left! 

That is self-salvation! It is a monstros- 
ity! By the Scriptures we have establish- 
ed that beyond doubt man starts off with 
an injured suit. The accident took place 
in the woods of the garden of Eden, this 
moral dress was badly torn, and since, 
he has not had the means or material to 
mend it. He must wear it continually, 
having no other, so it disintegrates and 
deteriorates until too dilapidated to be re- 
paired, his condition is deplorable, des- 
perate! And some imagine that God un- 
dertakes to restore it! Not for a mo- 
ment!—What would be the use? From 
the first, it was a misfit; at the start it 
was damaged goods! The fall ruined it! 

Jesus said, “No man seweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old garment; else the 
new piece that filled it up taketh away 
from the old, and the rent is made worse” 
(Mark 2:21). “The piece that was out of 
the new agreeth not with the old” (Luke 
6:36). The preposterous patch work of 
self-righteousness is stupidity itself. It 
only makes matters worse! Man mend- 
ing himself from the material in himself 
is madness. But they are at it; their 
needles have never ceased, no, not since 
Eve first sewed her fragile fig leaves to- 
gether. God, however, offers man a brand 
new suit, a perfect garment, the covering 
of a faultless righteousness. 
SELF-SALVATION A VICIOUS CIRCLE 

To work in a senseless sewing circle 
may be ‘bad; but to walk in endless 
circles is much worse. Multitudes think 
that if they mean well, are sincere and 
do their best, they will get somewhere 
with God; but the path is of their own 
choosing, they are their own guides, and 
must after much labor return to where 
they started.

the effects of destructive forces in the 
form of spies and agents of other nations 
who seek to endanger and to destroy her 
government that has been based upon 
Christian principle and purpose, to such 
an extent that we may now conclude that 
because of such evil forces the clear ring- 
ing victory of the “Liberty Bell” is now 
interrupted by many evils. 

When we turn to Eph. 6:12 we find 
conflict, both for that nation whose gov- 
ernment is founded upon Christian prin- 
ciples, and no less for the Christian him- 
self.

moralized on the tragedy. 

Lost people do walk in circles. And as 
man is lost, he loses all sense of direc- 
tion; therefore, his crowning folly is self- 
reliance. Now action and reaction equal 
each other in physics, in psychology, and 
also in the supreme question of evil. Sin 
is a boomerang and returns back to its 
owner. It is written, “Be sure your sin 
will find you out!” (Num. 32:23). As 
night follows day, it cannot be done away 
with, except when cancelled by divine 
provision. We are all the chi'd in the 
Proverb: “A child left to himsclf b ing- 
eth his mother to shame” (Prov. 29:15). 
Left to ourselves we bring shame on ou* 
Maker, we ail circumser’b2? immcns* 
zeroes. Scientific experiments have pr%\- 
en that when a blindfolded person walxs 
in what he thinks is a straight line, he 
is actually going in a more or less regu- 
lar clock-spring spiral. Hundreds who 
have been lost in forests and deserts soon 
lose their direction, and walk in circuits 
till exhausted, often returning to the 
same spot. 

Now the Word of God expressly asserts 
that by nature man is blind, therefore, 
however hard he may try he can never 
go straight! 

Hear a few texts, “Having the under- 
standing darkened, being alienated from 
the life of God through ignorance that is 
in them, because of the blindness of their 
heart” (John 5:17, 18). “The God of this 
world hath blinded the minds of them 
that believe not” (II Cor. 4:4). Here the 
Scripture asserts that by nature we have 
blinded hearts and blinded minds, and 
then to think that in this condition we 
appoint ourselves our own guides! Or 
worse we desire to lead others! Jesus 
said: “If the blind lead the blind, both 
shall fall into the ditch” (Matt. 15:14). 
He announces: “For judgment I am come 
into this world, that they which see not 
might see; and that they which see might 
be made blind” (John 9:39). 

That’s just it! If man could but confess, 
“IT see not,” he would be disillusioned and 
his eyes would be opened; his sight re- 
stored, he would soon fimd himself to 
have been mistaken, right about turn and 
by the help of God would soon be walking 
on the straight way. But self-righteous- 
ness says, “I see.” The good affirm they 
are all right, and on the right track, so, 
they are “made blind,” deliberately blind- 
ed by the powers of darkness and its de- 
ceits, and by their own conceits. 

SCIENTIFIC PROOFS 


Dr. A. A. Schaeffer, of the University 
of Kansas reported recently some new 2x- 
periments before the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science. He 
had made 300 experiments with blind- 
folded persons on the open prairies of 
Kansas and Colorado, on the ice of a 
reservoir in Massachusetts, on a race- 
track in Tennessee, and in a 160-acre 
field. The subjects walked, swam, rowed, 
and. drove automobiles blindfolded, and 


in each case they steered essentially the 
same kind of a curving path. Usually they 
started out with a straight stretch, and 
then began to turn in circles, and these 
circles usually became smaller in di- 
ameter. A twenty-four-year-old mental im- 
becile, with the mind of a_ four-year-o'd 
child, was tested and the path he took 
was like that of a normal person ind ‘cat- 
ing that intellect does not play any. large 
part in the matter of direction. 

Now all this explains why lost people 
lose their sense of orientation and go in 
tremendous circles. Hunters know that a 
scared up fox will often in chase, com- 
plete a perfect figure. When dogs chase 
a rabbit, if nothing interferes, it will 
travel in a great circle back to the hole 
from which it started. This law runs 
through all nature. And history repeats 
itself, and reveals that because mankind 
has consistently refused the light and 
chosen its own way, the peoples and ua- 
tions of the world through the ages have 
only repeated their colossal failures. Re- 
member, above all, that intellect and 
worldly-wisdom play no part whatever in 
the soul’s orientation for Heaven. The 
fearful tragedy of spiritual blindness 
holds every man equally in bondage. Only 
through God-given faith and obedience to 
His Word, may man discover the true di- 
rection to God and salvation, and receive 
the vision that makes the scales drop 
from his eyes. We shall take pains to 
show later how this is brought about. 

YOUR HAIR AND YOUR STATURE 

The great salient facts of nature are 
silent. We would not suspect their deeper 
meaning were it not that Scripture per- 
sistently pointed some of these signifi- 
cant laws out. Those laws that show that 
man is unable to spiritually improve or 
redeem himself are pointed out plainly 
in certain passages. We find one of the 
simplest proofs that self-salvation is im- 
possible, in Christ’s sermon on the 
mount. The point is so very clear that it 
is generally missed. The two quotat‘ons 
I have in mind we shall couple together, 
for though they are found a chapter 
apart, their sense is one. Jesus. sa‘d, 
“Thou canst not make one hair black or 
white” (Matt. 5:36). “Which of you by 
taking thought can add one cubit unto ais 
stature?” (Matt. 6:27). Now pay special 
attention to our Lord’s application. “If 
ye then be not able to do that thing which 
is least, why take ye thought for the 
rest?” (Luke 12:26). 

Surely this is so plain that it shall not 
require explanation. That “which is leasi” 
is what concerns this life and this body. 
“The rest” has reference to those things 
invisible and spiritual, the kingdom of 
God and the life that is to come. In a 
word the argument is this: Since no man 
by taking care can alter his physical fea- 
tures or stature, which is the lesser mat- 
ter; his chances of changing his heart 
and spirit, the greater consideration, are 
nil. In that which appertains to his sal- 
vation he is impotent when it comes to 
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be bettering his. 

But umregenerate man is always tak- 
ing “thought for the rest.” He struggles 
and strives unceasingly to surmount sin 
within the confines, the circumspection 
of his own insignificant ego. That is pre- 
cisely the same as trying to make a black 
hair white. It can’t be done! Nor the 
harder thing—making a. black heart 
white. 

I know what you women are smiling 
about! It will take more than your cos- 
metics to disprove the Scriptures. The 
hair that you bleach is classed by some 
scientists as vegetation, and like a tree, 
you may toy with its branches without 
affecting its roots. No matter what the 
color of the dye you apply or the claims 
of the liquids that are sold your hair is 
still grey or brown, or gold. And so it fol- 
lows that however well you may paint 
your nature, God still knows the true 
condition and character of your heart. 

PHYSICAL AND MORAL 
DETERIORATION 

What an insignificant unimportant 
thing is a hair in comparison to the other 
members of the body. To think that we 
are helpless in changing one hair, and 
yet, man can change the configuration of 
a continent. To think that he must fail 
to add one foot to his height, and yet he 
can raise skycrapers that tower into the 
heavens! What does this prove? He can 
alter everything about him but he can- 
not change himself. And there is a rea- 
son for this. All that he touches and 
handles belongs to the material world, ais 
dominion; but he himself is God’s spe- 
cial handiwork. Therefore, changing of 
man’s nature must be the prerogative of 
the Creator and Savior of mankind alon2! 

No one within his senses believes that 
a man, by exertion can make himself 
taller. I know a dwarf who was daily 
strapped into a stretching contraption. 
His hip was pulled out of joint, and, to 
this day he goes about limping. What 
madness then is this prattle that preaches 
that men can attain, by their own endeav- 
or a higher spiritual standard? One that 
God would so much as take notice of? 
Ridiculous! ! ! However much you may 
prance around on your moral stilts, God 
st'll xnows your true stature! 

But more, Oh yes! Much more follows 
from this! If what I have just said is 
true of the individual, then we are drivcn 
to the conclusion that man in the aggre- 
gate must be in physical and moral de- 
cline—as there is no standing still. What 
is true of each one of us, is true of hu- 
manity in general. Society cannot be but 
what its component parts are. Therefore, 
since there is nothing stationary in na- 
ture, and that according to Christ’s words 
man’s spiritual progress is impossible liu- 
manity as a whole must be retrograding. 

Some one will say, “What about evolu- 
tion?” The more recent scientific deduc- 
tions are disproving and disposing of 
Darwin’s doctrine. I will grant you that 
the majority of eminent men are desper- 
ately clinging to the theory, but the ar- 
ray of savants who are definitely and 
publicly deserting evolution grows each

that regard when the messages spoken by 
the Spirit are interpreted. 1 Cor. 14:5. 
Those who speak with the intent to edify 
the church must interpret the message, if 
the church is to be benefitcd by it. If 
the meaning of the message can not be 
interpreted to the church the speaker is 
commanded to be silent in the church. 
In this use of tongues Paul dclared that 
five words of understanding are superior 
to ten thousand words in a tongue. In 
other phases of this same manifestation 
Paul thanked God that he spoke in 
tongues more than all the rest. H2 was 
not prohibiting all manifestations of ihe 
tongues in the church, but regulating iis 
exercise in this one phase of its mani- 
festation, that abusers should realize that 
tongues was not to take the p!ace of the 
ministering of the word of understanding 
in edifying the Church. Plain gospel 
preaching and teaching, with occasional 
interpreted messages in tongues were to 
accomplish that end. 

The fourth use of tongues as outlined 
in this chapter is stated in verse 22. 
“Wherefore tongues are for a sign.” The 
visible operation of God’s spirit attracts 
and amazes believers. It may bring forth 
the mockery which says, “These men are 
full of new wine,” or the more sober ex- 
pression of, “What meaneth this?” As a 
sign this manifestation served its pur- 
pose in attracting attention. It is then 
left for God’s messengers to stand as 
Peter did at Pentecost and explain the 
meaning of these things. It is also as a 
SIGN that tongues evidences the pres- 
ence of God’s Spirit in the Pentecostal 
baptism. 

Any analysis of the tongues manifesta- 
tion which does not recognize this DI- 
VERSITY of the operation of the Holy 
Ghost in administering this manifesta- 
tion is confusing, and does not take in 
ALL of the facts on record in 1 Cor. 14. 
Writers who oppose what they call the 
“tongues movement,” pick out such parts 
of the chapter as suit their line of 
thought and ignore the rest. It is not a 
so-called “tongues movement” that is in 
question but the teachings of God’s Word 
on the subject of speaking with other 
tongues as moved by the Holy Ghost. We 
have reviewed enough scripture to show 
that this experience was COMMONLY 
connected with the baptism with the Holy 
Ghost throughout Bible days. 

Honest hearts should not be astonish- 
ed to find those references to speaking 
with tongues connected with the records 
which describe the moving of the Holy 
Ghost upon believing disciples. Mark 16: 


17-18 records one of the final promises of - 


Jesus to His followers: “These SIGNS 
(not gifts) shall follow them that be- 
lieve: In my name they shall cast put 
devils; they shall speax with new 
tongues; they shall take up serpents; and 
if they drink any deadly thing it shall 
not hurt them; they shall lay hands on 
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the sick and they shall recover.” Jesus 
said the signs of healing, casting out 
devils, speaking with tongues, taking up 
serpents and being unharmed by poisons, 
would follow believers. 

The book of Acts and the Epistles 
which record the history of the believ- 
ing disciples to whom this prom‘se was 
made, might well be expected to reco:d 
various fulfillments of the promise. We 
should be astonished if we did not see 
any record of the fu'filled promise. The 
sick were healed (Acts 3:7: 5:15; 9:49; 
9:34; 19:12), devils cast out (Acts 5:16; 
8:7; 13:10; 19:12), serpents taken up 
(Acts 28:3-6), and tongues were uttered 
(Acts 2:4; 10:46; 19:6). The whole his- 
tory of prim‘tive Christianity is one of 
supernatural happenings. (Acts 8:6, 13; 
5:16, 19; 4:16, 30; 2:43; 8:39; 12:7; 
14:3; 15:12; 16:26; 19:11; 22:17; 23:11). 
Mark 16:20, “They went forth and preach- 
ed everywhere, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word with 
signs following.” Heb. 2:4, “God bearing 
them witness both with signs and won- 
ders and with divers miracles, and gifts 
of the Holy Ghost according to his own 
will.” 

Those who feel obliged to oppose are 
hard put to it to find explanation as io 
why “tongues should cease,” “signs no 
longer follow,” “healings no longer be 
wrought,” “wonders be absent,” and su- 
pernatural witnesses give place to natur- 
al operations. Many words are heaped up 
to befog the simple truth. Well was it 
spoxen, “When the Son of man be come 
shall he find faith on the earth?” Luke 
18:8. While these are busy with their 
gainsayings, thousands of simple-hearted 
souls are gloriously experiencing the 
truth that Ged’s Word in the singleness 
of its direct promises is unchanged to 
“them that believe.”
